Cheap Trick 

Tour Spawns New Album

I t’s too early to tell if it will be the ultimate live album, ‘ 
but John Hiatt’s next record certainly has the ultimate 
live album title: "Hiatt Comes Alive at Budokan.” 
He’s serious. 

"We’re trying to beat the Woodstock album that comes 
out in November,” said Hiatt, checking in last week from 
the road. He and his band the Guilty Dogs band open for 
Jackson Browne tonight at Poplar 
Greek.

“A&M [His record company] is 
putting out ‘Woodstock *94’ too, 
so we’re slotting this in for Oct. 
15. We gotta have a big title.” 

The title, of course, is derived 
from, the mega-selling "Frampton 
Comes Alive” and "Cheap -Trick 
Live at Budokan.” 

In January, A&M began re¬ 
cording four months of Hiatt 
dates. With production from 


Faith No More’s Matt Wallace, mixing began on Aug. 1. 
Wallace produced Hiatt’s most recent studio record, "Per¬ 


fectly Good Guitar.” 

Hiatt’s been on the road a year, his longest tour in 
almost a decade. “It’s been great for me,” he said. “I’ve 
been writing like a bat out of hell in hotel rooms every¬ 
where. As far as inspiration, there’s nothing like it.” 

Hiatt said the new songs are simple and broken down 
with a folky flavor, but played with two guitars, bass and
